The Oldest Libraries. 

The three oldest 'consulting 
libraries in the United States are 
those of Harvard, Yale and the 
New York Society. Harvard 
College began its career with a 
library which was a part of the 
bequest from John Harvard, but 
in 1704 a fire totally destroyed its 
accumulations Ot 126 years. 
Yale College began its collection 
in 1700, and was aided thirty- 
three yearB later by the bequest 
of Bishop Berkeley ; yet in 1734 
it amounted to only 4,000 vol- 
umes. The New York Society's 
library, now containing 80,000 
volumes, was founded in 1007, 
but did not take this name until 
1754. The fourth oldest library 
is at Philadelphia founded by 
Benjamin Franklin and his 
friends in 1731. This library has 
now over 130,000 volumes, and 
in some respects is unsurpassed 
by any other collection of hooks 
in the country. Its income is 
about $2(3,000 a year, ot which a 
third only is available for the 
purchase of new books, yet it at- 
tempts, with much success, to do 
the same kind of public service 
that is accomplished by the Bos- 
ton Public Library, whose in- 
come is $125,000. 


Prohibition in Kansas. 
The attorney-general of Kan- 
sas, Hon. S. B. Bradford, in a 
late letter to Cover nor Martin 
concerning the enforcement of 
the prohibitory law the past year 
says, "From all the information 
I have been able to obtain, it ap- 
pears to me that the prohibitory 
law is no longer an experiment, 
but, on the contrary, is being en- 
forced as successfully as the law 
against herse- stealing, murder, 
arsen, or other crimes known to 
our statute."
